On the motion for the sevoad reading of the Fortifi- 
cations Provision for Expenses Bill, 

Mr. k. JAMES moved, by way of amendment, that 
before proceeding further with this bill, it is desirable 
that the House should be in possession of further infor - 
mation as to the entire cost of the construction and effi- 
cient maintenance of the sea defences and the land 
fortifications, distinguishing the expenses necessary to 
be incurred by the country in respect of such proposed 
sea defences and land fortifications. 

Sir 0, NAPIER seconded the amendment, contending 
that if the fleet were properly organised, and the mari-

on land, 

Colonel DICKSON supported the amendment, be-. 
lieving that the land fortifications would be utterly 
useless, except in the event of an invasion. Such an 
event was either impossible, or, if possible, would in- 
volve only the peril of London. He enforced the ex- 
pediency of effecting considerable augmentation in the 
standing army, 

Lord ELCHO thanked the Government for what they 
had done, and proposed todo, for the defence of the 
country. The public feeling, out of which a body of 
138,000 volunteers bad arisen within the year, did not 
partake of panic, but was ilwpired by the conviction 
that the country had been lef in a state of dangerous 
unpreparedness for attack, and a determination to render 
England more secure hereafter. This sort of feeling 
should support her Majesty's Ministers in the measures 
they were taking for the same purpose.

As a pleasing 
incident, it was generally observed that the commander 
and crew of his Imperial Majesty’s war steamer Sesostris 
entered fully into the general interest of the occasion. This 
noble vessel was gaily decorated with flags and streamers, 
and all the yards were manned in honour of the Prince, 
who was pulled alongside of the Hero in his barge, pass- 
ing nearly under the bows of the steamer of England’s

The following details are extracted from à letter 
dated Paris, August 7 — 

A despatch from Marseilles states that a portion of 
the troops bound to Syria have already sailed. Dis- 
turbances are breaking out in various parts of European 
Turkey ; in Servia, Bulgaria, Roumelia, and along the 
shores up the Black Sea, at Sinope, and Trebizond, the 
Greeks are preparing for the fray, and seem only 
awaiting a signa! to rise against the Mussulman popula- 
tion, which in those districts is greatly inferior in point 
of numbers. No doubt is entertained in political circles 
in Paris that the arrival of French troops in Syria will 
be the signal for a general attack on the part of the 
rayas against the very existence of the Turkish empire. 

A rumour is current in Paris that the British Govern- 
ment intend sending out Lord Stratford de Redeli ffe as 
Special Commissioner to Constantinople. 

Up to this time no confirmation has been received of 
the landing of 1,500 Garibaldians on the main land, but 
there is every reason to believe that if it have not taken 
place already, it will not long be delayed. Garibaldi 
makes no secret of his intention of crossing over to 
Reggio, as soon as he has mustered a sufficient number 
of boats to ferry his menacross. He had already col- 
lected 168 boats, each able to carry 50 men. The ge- 
neral belief is that he will not meet with any resistance, 
and that the Royal army will meltaway before he comes 
up. A despatch states that 300 men were arrested as 
they were leaving Naples to join the “ national army.” 

According to the Patric, Garibaldi, in his answer to 
the King’s letter, after announcing his intention to “ go 
a-head,” added that he considered it a sacred duty to 
deliver Venetia, and that the possession of a powerful 
navy like that of Naples would enable him to doit.

It was the most distressing sight I ever saw or 
hope to see again, for now that the fmmediate fear of 
death was removed, they began to feel conscious of the 
full extent of their misfortunes—houses burnt down and 
all their male relatives massacred—and they began to 
scream, tear their hair off in handfuls, and beat their 
breasts in a most horrible manner. We did all we 
could to soothe them. Officers and men are all 
vieing with each other in feeding them with biscuit 
and giving them clothes, &c. I could tell you 
hundreds of anecdotes about them, but must reserve 
them for another time, as we are eff directly. Suffice 
it to say, we took them to Beyrout, and after a miserable 
night for them, poor things, wet through as they were, 
landed them next morning, and the gunboat was sent 
up and brought down the remaining 700 that night. 
We got great credit for the affair, and my name figured 
in a despatch to the Admiral. After stopping on the 
coast for about a fortnight, we were ordered back to 
Athens, and when we got here found we had to join 
the Admiral, who was at Zante. We picked him up 
at sea, and, after cruising with the fleet between that 
place and Corfu for a week, the Admiral left us to go 
with his fleet to Beyrout, where things are getting 
worse, and ordered us to Constantinople, where we 
are to be stationed for the present.” 


SPAIN. 
By a letter from Madrid, dated July 24, we learn— 
There is an intrigue in progress against O'Donnell, and 
although the state of affairs does not amount to a Mi- 
nisterial crisis, the occurrence of one is thought to be 
quite upon the cards. During the last three years 
O'Donnell has shown himself more of a courtier than one 
would have expected from certain parts of his conduct in 
1854 ; he has displayed considerable tact in averting the 
perils of Royal disapprobation and palace maneus res, 
without, at the same time, making convessions that 
would have greatly compromised his policy, not to say 
his reputation, But there are certain questions on 
which he finds it impossible to yield, because to do so 
would be to put arms in the hands of his enemies. 
and to expose himself to still increasing exigencies, 
It is said that one Of those questions has now arisen, 
Is is hoped, however, that the difficulty will be got over, 
and that the Queen will perceive in time how much she 
would lose by parting with her present advisers, or at 
least with the chief among them. If Spain has of late 
shown such unmistakeable signs of progress, and if 
her materia] prosperity is rapidly developing itself, 
it is owing in great measure to the absence of political 
commotions and to the stability of a Government which 
is is admitted,.even by some whose personal sympa- 
thies are not with it, to be practically the best which 
the country has in our time known. If the O'Donnell 
Cabinet resigned to morrow, I believe it would be im- 
possible to form another that would have the least 
chance of duration. If its exit from power were effected 
or accompanied by anything of the nature of a pro- 
nunciamento, the shock, there can be no doubt, would 
be great to Spain’s improving credit—a credit founded, 
not on the fidelity with which she has fulfilled her 
obligations, for in financial morality she has shown 
herself grievously deficient —but on tranquillity she 
has now for an unusually long period enjoyed, and 
on the development of the immense natural wealth it 
has permitted and encouraged. Independently of 
the merits it may possess as a Government, the 
O’Donnell Cabinet should find support, were it 
merely because it has kept the country quiet without 
the employment of means either corrupt or tyrannical ; 
also because—as is well known toall who are acquainted 
with the present state of political part es in Spain—it is 
quite certain that it would be succeeded by a worse. It 
is reported that the plan put forward by the French 
Government for the admission of Spain as a sixth 
Great Power is likely to be acceded to, notwithstand- 
ing that, were the matter strictly investigated, it may 
be questioned whether her position and weight justify 
the favour, as they certainly do not establish a right 
to rank with five countries the least of which, al- 
though not much surpassing her in population, is 
immeasurably her superior in power and influence, 
The proposed act of grace on the part of the 
Great Powers would hardly be promoted a re-

There 
is one thing which all Spaniards, with the exception of 
those cliques of adventurers who care for nothing and 
stick at nothing in their pursuit of place and pelf, have 
learnt to regard with abhorrence, and that is the over- 
throw of a Government with which the country is satis- 
fied by a Royal whim or a backstairs intrigue.

THE MASSACRES IN SYRIA. 

The following is an extract of a letter, dated Pireus 
of Athens, July 23 :— 

“A day or two after I wrote my last letter we re- 
ceived such startling intelligence by telegraph from 
Syria, that our captain, upon his own responsibility, 
steamed off to Beyrout at once. We arrived there 
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in pickle; and that the total quamity 
exported was 35,993 ewts. cured dried, an in- e Si ; ae 
crease over the preceding year of 22,787 ¢ 9 * rr 
dried, and 7784 barrels cured in and - é. Sy Oi | Mr Galway 
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about four days afterwards, and found the Druses,

Beyrout. The Turkish troops were doing no- 
thing towards preventing them, but rather en- 
couraged them, and, in two or three instances, actually 
took part in killing the unfortunate Christians. The 
arrival of ourselves, a French frigate, and a large Rus- 
sian frigate, however, preveuted them attacking Bey- 
rout,and about a week afterwards my old ship, the 
Exmouth, 90, came in, which made the inhabitants of 
Beyrout feel themselves quite safe. Two or three days 
after that we were suddeuly ordered to get up steam 
“with all speed, and found we were going to rescue some 
poor wretches who had escaped a fearful massacre at a 
piace called Deir-el-Kamar, and had managed to fetch 
the seashore about 15 miles off. When we got to the 
place pointed out, we saw on some hills about two miles 
off the beach, crowds of women and children huddled 
together, apparently in great distress, and we could not 
out how it was they did not come down to the 
n off, Sothe captain sent me ashore with 
boats to bring them off.
